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THE SHORTAGE GROWS 


Apparent Falling OS in the 


Cuban Postal Receipts Since 


Last July 


Havana, Hay ».—The postal fraud* 


have been the principal topic of conver- 
sation in Havana, although as yet the 
papers have scarcely alluded to the mat- 
ter 
The department of posts admits a 


shortage of $75,000; but further Investi- 
gation has brought to light the fact that 
*n July of last year th'e receipts showed 
a falling oft of about $12,000 over th« 
average of the months previous, and 
that this shortage has been kept up ever 
emce. It appears that, about that time. 
Director of Posts Rathbone gave orders 
<or the destruction of $411,000 worth of 
surcharge stamps on account of the 
tosue of a new stamp. This work of de- 
struction w*s left in the haad* of Neely 
arid his assistants; but It is aow believed 
(that none of these stamps was destroyed, 
the theory being that they were eentout 
jrlth the new stamps. 


The Havana receipt* amounted to 


about $18,000 a month, according to the 
fcooks, but the other offices of the liland 
only showed $8000 or $4000. amounts 
palpably absurd. It 10 astonishing that 
the shortage was not discovered before. 
Because the receipt* at Santiago or Ma- 
ftanzas alone should amount to nearly 
|4000. 


Absolute proof that something ha* 


keen going wrong Is shown by the fact 
that Auditor Barie reports the receipts 


the Island for the first five days of 
ay as aggregating $8000. Should this 
average be continued It would mean a 
•tal of more than $40,000 for the month.

Authorities, and has reported directly to 
Hhc postmaster general. The Inspector 
(general has merely made a quarterly in- 
•pectlon. On his former inspection tour 
lie found a shortage of more than $12,070; 
but such plausible excuses were given 
that he thought he was probably mis- 
taken. 


When he entered on his latest inspec- 


tion, 
his 
suspicions 
were further 


aroused, and he resolved to probe mat- 
ters to the bottom This close scrutiny 
revealed features of the case which have 
»ot yet been made public. It seems that 
Neely kept scarcely any accounts which 
•would bear showing, Mr. Rich, his own 
assistant, endorsing his accounts as 
correct.

Final Agreement at Barre. 


Barre, Vt, May 9.—The granite cut-

the other armor tasieo1^ 


The shell which was so effective was 


not described. Indeed, the navy depart- 
ment is 'guarding Jealously all details 
concerning its construction. 


The argument of Mr. Tillman Is that 


with such a projectile In the possession 
of the government, the details of which 
sooner or later will become known to 
other governments, A would not be a 
part of wisdom for the congress to enter 
into contracts to purchase the high- 
priced armor, unless Jt could be so im- 
proved aa to rasiat projectiles of the kind 
used at Indian Head.

"I asked him if he thought Lord 


Wellington merited the reputation he 
had gained as a general. 
He said: 


'Certainly; I think he does. He is a 
very excellent general, and possessed 
of great firmness and talent, but be 
has not yet done as much as some oth- 
ers. He has not conquered upon so 
large a scale.' I observed that he bad 
shown great judgment and caution lat- 
terly, but that at first he had been too 
precipitate in advancing Into Spain. He 
said tbat he had shown a great deal of 
ability In the campaign of Spain. 'It is 
impossible,' said he, 'for man not to 
commit some faults. We are all liable 
to it, and the general who commits the 
fewest in number is the greatest gen- 
eral, and he has certainly committed as 
few as any one.' I then observed that 
still he was scarcely to be equaled to 
himself. 'Why; certainly,'said he. 'He 
has not done so much as I have done. 
He has not conquered kingdoms in the 
manner I have done, bnt he is an ex- 
cellent general. His operation* have 
not been upon so great a scale.'"

ciea.n and healthful conditions, as es- 
tablished after investigation, it is 
possible for the le*g» number of those 
who are members of this organization 
to give to the leading shopkeepers who 
favor the work of the league an effect- 
ive measure of support. The end and 
aim of the Consumers' league Is to 
interest the* nurchasing public to secure 
better conditions for women and min- 
ors employed in stores and manufac- 
tories, especially in reference to a 
shorter working day. It is the most 
powerful non-offical opponent that has 
yet arisen to the "sweating shop" 
theory of production. The principle 
worked upon is that those who pur- 
chase goods are themselves responsible 
for the possibly criminal methods un- 
der which they are produced, provided, 
if the opportunity is accorded thsm of 
knowing what these Conditions are,, 
they still make these purchases, when 
they might easily purchase similar 
goods made under healthful condi- 
tions 
The difficulty in the past has 


been that there was no means of dis- 
crimination; but now, by means of the 
consumers' league label, discrimination 
is made possible, and it rests entirely 
with the conscience of the individual 
purchaser whether he or she will, by 
aid given, or patronage withheld, helo 
to lift from the slouch of industrial 
r/nsery and despond & large number 
of

children." 


The consumres' league has already 


accomplished an imemnse amount in 
the way of better conditions for store 
employes. By its plan of practical 
boycott it has forced the great stores 
of large cities to considerately treat 
their thousands of clerks.

try, and than, proceeded to jump the 
price on news print to an extent not 
warranted by business conditions. One 
year ago a fair quality of paper toe 
newspaper purposes could be pur- 
chased in the open market for $1 90 per 
hundred pounds. 
Today, with the 


paper mills in the hands of the trust, 
that same paper ia sold for $3 per hun- 
dred pounds, and the selling agents of 
the company do not hesitate to say that 
in their Judgment the price will be 
higher rather than lower in the not dis- 
tant future. The International Paper 
company says thg Increase was made 
necessary by the added cost of the 
materials which enter into the manu- 
facture of paper, coupled with unusu- 
ally bad conditions during the past 
twelve months, yet it is on record that 
during that time this company dis- 
charged a heavy indebtedness and is 
today making a large profit on its out- 
put ^So onerous have the conditions 
imposed become that the Newspaper 
Publishers' association, which repre- 
sents 22,000 publications, has petitioned 
congress for relief. In connection with 
this trust, which imposes a heavy tax 
upon the general dissemination of In- 
telligence, would the republican party 
err if it took strong ground in favor of 
a rem6val of the duty on wood pulp? 
We think not."—Haverhill Gazette.

fltoqpborewwnt Diamond*. 


The French investigator M. Mascart 


arranged a dark room, in which a col- 
lection of 150 diamonds was placed. On 
one side was an attenuating current arc 
lamp. The lens was covered with violet 
covered glass, so that only ultra violet 
rays were thrown on tbe diamonds, 
among which were several old Indian, 
Brazilian • and Cape stones, and some 
from the Sooth Africa diggings. Of the 
entire collection only three diamonds 
were phosphorescent A Brazilian atone 
of 1^ carats and another of 8 carats 
showed this property in a marked 
degree. They were perfectly white, 
with a brtiiah tint The phosphorescence 
lasted for 15 minutes after exposure, 
gradually lessening in intensity. Pore 
white light was used, resulting in a 
less beautiful experiment, although 
phosphorescence was apparent This test 
demonstrated that some diamonds, but 
not all, poawss the power of absorbing 
light antemkttag it in the dark.

Suicide 


THIRD SUICIDE IN FAMILY 


Newton Jilion Hid Trirt TwlM Bcfort 


to Kill Himim. Autopty Shows 


That Brain Wat Nat Normal. 


Had Been in Ineane Asylum 


Newton S. Jilgon, a young man living 


In Readsboro died yesterday morning 
after a very brief illness, and an 
autopsy yesterday afternoon showed 
that in-all probability he had killed 
himself. Death was due to some nar- 
cotic poison, probably morphine, and 
there is little doubt that he took the 
poison intending to commit suicide. 


His suicide is remarkable from the 


fact that it is the third in his family 
within IS months. About 18 months 
ago his .brother cut his throat, and 
about a year ago his sister shot her- 
self. This was the third attempt that 
Jilgon had made to kill himself. Once 
he tried to cut his throat, and once he 
took Paris green, but failed in his at- 
tempt each time. 


The cause of his act la believed to 


have been despondency caused by ill 
health. He had had * severe stomach 
trouble for some time, which gave him 
much pain. For the last few days he 
had refused to taflce the medicine he 
had for It. Monday morning he was 
taken violently ill, and the peculiar 
symptoms of his illness and death 
caused Dr. Perry of Readsboro and Dr. 
Gillette of Wilmington to perform the 
autopsy. They also examined the con- 
dition of the brain, and gave it as their 
opinion that the brain was not in a 
normal condition, so that in all prob- 
ability he was at the time suffering 
from insanity. 


About eight years ago he had a very 


severe case of measles, and on his re- 
covery from this his mind was affected, 
and he spent some time in, the Brattle- 
boro asylum, fioth of his former at- 
tempts <at suicide had been made since 
he was discharged from this institution. 


Mr. Jilson was 38 years old, and was 


born in Whitingham. For some years 
he had been employed in Readsboro, 
working some of the time in the chair 
factory. He leaves a slater in Fitch- 
burg, and a. brother in Whitingham. 


The funeral will be held tomorrow 


morning at 11 o'clock.

The wood work of 
the room was set on nre and in a very 
short time the heat was sufficient to 
open the automatic sprinklers, which 
worked perfectly. A line of the factory 
hose was also turned on and in 30 
minutes the fire was subdued without 
the necessity of calling «ut the city 
flre department. 


The flre was confined to one corner of 


the room, where the wood work and 
casings were considerably burned. One 
roll of cloth was ruined and another 
was damaged, and some damage was 
done by water leaking down through 
the floor to the rooms below. How- 
ever, the'total damage was email, and 
will mot exceed, according to the state- 
ment of Mr. Oallup, $200 or $300, which 
is covered by insurance. No machinery 
was damaged and work in the room 
was started up this morning as usual. 


The company was well pleased with 


the admirable manner in which the 
flre was handled by its men, as it had 
every reason to be, and feels that its 
protection against fire is as adequate 
as it is possible to make it. 


COLLISION AND FIRE 


Fitchburg Brakemen Seriously Injured

A freight wreck and flre occurred in

Conductor Urank Rhodes of 
Rotterdam*, Junction had ordered his 
train backed up on a side track in the 
west yard. While the directions were 
being carried out an Erie freight car, 
jarred by the switching on the other 
track, and on a grade and with its 
brake not set, ran out of another track 
and collided! with, the caboose of 
Bhodes' train. 
the caboose was totally demolished, 


together with two freight cars, one 
loaded with cheese, and the other with 
linseed meal.

•Brakeman John Conroy was In the ca 
boose when the collision occurred. He 
was caught between the timbers, and 
squeezed so that it is feared several 
ribs are broken. He "also sustained a 
severe scalp wouncL"'He was taken to 
the railroad transfer office', and Dr. 
Palmer of Mechanicville was sent for 
After the injured man's hurts had been 
cared for he was conveyed to the home 
of a fellow employe. 


The flre department" of the village 


was called out, and Jtwo streams were 
directed on the burning1 cars. Little 
could be done in the way of saving 
them from destruction.
